The 650-mile-an-hour jet fight­ 
ers, newly arrived on the Korean 
warfronts, killed 650 Reds in the 
Sariwon area below Pyongyang 
and Superforts blasted the North 
Korean Red capital in an effort to 
wreck preparations for an expected 
mass offensive by Chinese Commu­ 
nists. 
The air force said Wednesday’s 
heavy B-29 raid, which lasted 30 
minutes, was designed to “deprive 
Chinese Communists the use of 
Pyongyang as a military * troop 
•taging center.”

U.S. To Suspend

Troops May Land In 
Japan Or Somewhere 
In South Korea

TOKYO, Dec. 13. — Battle- 
worn thousands of U. S. ma­ 
rines and soldiers, protected 
by naval guns and a huge air 
umbrella, were boarding trans­ 
ports at Hungnam today in a 
Dunkirk-like evacuation of all 
northeast Korea. 
Together with other United 
Nations units of the Tenth 
Corps, the Americans were 
abandoning Korea’s f r o z e n 
northeast expanses after a 
series of heroic fighting re­ 
treats through traps sprung by 
some 120,000 Chinese Red 
troops. 
Standing 
offshore, 
American 
warships trained their big guns 
in readiness to lay a screen of 
shellfire around the 15-mile Hung- 
nam-Hamhung beachhead perimeter 
as 
the 
begrimed 
troops 
went 
aboard the transports with their 
equipment. 
Hundreds of Planes on Guard 
Hundreds of carrier and land- 
based planes criss-crossed over­ 
head to attack any enemy aircraft 
or approaching Chinese ground 
forces that might seek to interfere 
with the U.N. withdrawal by sea. 
Shrouded in secrecy for security 
reasons was the destination of the 
Tenth Corps’ battered forces being 
pulled out of Northeast Korea 
where they had fought gallantly 
against overwhelming odds in tem­ 
peratures that sank to 25 below 
zero. 
It was not revealed whether 
these 
combat-seasoned 
t r o o p s 
would be sailed across to Japan 
or down to some South Korean 
port to join the Eighth Army’s U.N. 
Forces defending the threatened 
approaches to Seoul. 
The evacuation of some 25,000 
Marines and GI’s through Ham- 
hung’s port of Hungnam, marking 
another milestone in the rollback 
of U.N. forces before the million- 
man Chinese invasion avalanche, 
began three days ago. 
It was then that the courageous 
leathernecks of the U. S. First 
Marine Division started boarding 
the transports of the evacuation 
fleet immediately upon their ar­ 
rival at the beachhead after their 
heroic breakout from Chinese en­ 
trapment. 
Defend Beachhead 
The Marines filed aboard the 
transports behind a covering force 
of American army troops defend­ 
ing the beachhead p e r i m e t e r 
around Hamhung, a half dozen 
miles north of Hungnam. 
The rearguard contingents in­ 
cluded U. S. Third Infantry Divi­ 
sion units as well as Seventh Divi­

USING ATOM BOMBS 


President Truman has said he would not hesitate to order 
atom bombs dropped if necessary for the safety of the United 
States. It was this statement that brought Premier Attlee of 
Great Britain to Washington on the double-quick. It is inter­ 
esting to assay the opinions of experts as to why this w’eapon 
has not been used against the Chinese aggressors in Korea. 
Early in the fighting in Korea Senator McMahon, chair­ 
man of the Congressional Atomic Energy Commission, said 
the bomb is “primarily a weapon to strike at the sources of 
power or at troops so massed as to furnish a target.” 
R. E. Peierls, president of the British Atomic Scientists 
Association, calls the bomb “most ineffective” in military 
action such as that in Korea because of the probable absence 
of any center “vital for the conduct of the present operations.” 
Gen. Leslie R. Groves, wartime head of the atomic bomb 
project, agrees that to find suitable targets for the bomb is 
difficult. 
An editorial in the Bulletin for Atomic Scientists refers 
to the “utter uselessness of the atomic bomb unless it could 
“destroy the fighting capacity of the Communist Army.” 
Hanson W. Baldwin, a military analyst, writes: “The use 
of the atomic bomb would be almost certain to consolidate 
most of Asia against us.” 
Eleven faculty members of Harvard and the Massachu­ 
setts Institute of Technology declare: “Reliance by the United 
States on atomic warfare may weaken the morals and confi­ 
dence of our European allies” and “an atomic war would al­ 
most certainly result in the obliteration of our closest ally 
•Britain).” 
It seems the experts are trying frantically to relegate the 
atom bomb to the status of poison gas, which was tried in 
World War I but has not been employed since. But there can 
be no doubt that Russia will disagree with these views as to 
the functional value of the atom bomb as soon as the Reds 
amass a sizable stock pile of this weapon.

It is quite obvious that Spain 
would put herself on the verge of 
bankruptcy by attempting to fi 
nance Gibraltar.

would hardly apply if The Rock 
were in Spanish hands.

crisis. 
Much 
greater responsiveness to changing 
needs and demands is inherent in 
the parliamentary system, under 
which the executive and his cab­ 
inet members are also legislators 
elected by the people. 
While it was of greater magni­ 
tude and the timing of events far 
swifter, there Is an analogy in 
the fall of Norway and Hitler’s 
sweeping campaign in Belgium, 
Holland and France in 1940. On 
May 
10 of that year Winston 
Churchill, who led the Conserva­ 
tive opposition to Neville Cham­ 
berlain and his Munich policy, be­ 
came prime minister. Leaders of 
the Labor party were brought into 
a coalition cabinet which carried 
on throughout the war. 
Prove Irresponsibility 
Sometimes it seems as though 
we were determined to prove the 
irresponsibility of our system of 
divided powers. 
At the moment 
Secretary of State Acheson was 
pa-ticipating in the critical confer­ 
ences with Prime Minister Attlee 
and President Truman, the “Ache­ 
son must go” chorus increased in 
volume. 
Significantly in this case, the 
leader is Senator Irving M. Ives 
of New York. A Republican, Ives 
supported the bipartisan foreign 
policy. He voted for Acheson’s con­ 
firmation. 
Ives says politics has nothing to 
do with his resolution calling for 
Acheson’s removal. The decision 
to press the resolution came (1) 
Because he was convinced that 
Acheson no longer has the confi 
dence of the country and (2) Be­ 
cause the present secretary can 
not cooperate with Congress. 
In this connection it is interest 
ing to recall that Ives was one of 
the seven Senators who signed the 
statement last June drawn up by 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith of 
Maine condemning McCarthyism 
This won him the disfavor of the 
Conservative 
leadership 
of 
his 
party, and the cynical now believe 
he is working his passage back. 
Working Coalition Impossible 
Anything like a real working 
coalition is difficult or impossible 
under our constitution, which rig­ 
idly compartmentalizes the func 
tions of government. If a presi 
dent calls in the opposition, he 
seems to surrender authority fixed 
in fundamental law. 
But many are now saying the 
time has come for President Tru­ 
man to make the effort. No mat­ 
ter how the Korean affair is ended, 
the months ahead will be full of 
strain and trial. The president 
could turn to men in both parties 
and put on them some of the harsh 
responsibility 
for 
government. 
Thereby he would strengthen the 
administration. 
First-Rate Men Available 
If Acheson is to go, several first- 
rate men are available. Among 
thorn: Paul G. Hoffman, former 
European aid administrator: John 


Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachu­ 
setts, a strong defender of the 
bipartisan foreign policy and an 
advocate of much more rapid pre­ 
paredness. 
For Secretary of Agriculture: 
American Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion; Senator Richard Russell of 
Georgia; Senator George Aiken of 
Vermont. These men oppose in one 
degree or another the so-called 
Branpan farm plan. But in the 
crisis of the next two to five years 
this is irrelevant, since production 
will be the only goal. 
For Secretary of the Treasury: 
Marion B. Folsom, chairman of the 
committee for economic develop­ 
ment and treasurer of Eastman 
Kodak; Senator Harry F. Byrd of 
Virginia; Beardsley Ruml, chair­ 
man of Macy’s in New York and 
also with the committee for eco­ 
nomic development. 
For Secretary of Labor: Cyrus 
Ching, who has demonstrated his 
skill as labor mediator and ad­ 
ministrator; Senator Wayne Morse 
of Oregon; Senator Ives. 
This list could be multiplied 
many times over. And as for the 
president’s 
frequent 
complaint 
that he gets turned down when he 
calls on men to serve, surely in 
view of what is happening now no 
one would dare to say no. Young 
men are being drafted every day 
to fight and die. 
But it is very obvious that such 
changes will not take place. One 
reason is the temperament of the 
president. And another reason is 
Mr. Truman’s conviction, for which 
considerable evidence can be pre­ 
sented, that under the constitution 
coalition government is not prac­ 
tical. 
v 
Since this is so, it seems to me 
dangerously irresponsible to 
go 
on with the sniping against indi­ 
viduals. It merely weakens the na­ 
tion at a time when we are in 
desperate need of all the strength 
we can muster as Americans ano 
not as Democrats or Republicans.

"Voice O f The People

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 13.—“Fire Acheion” Is the keynote of 
the articulate letters and telegrams now pouring In upon virtually 
every U.S. Senator. Demands for the Secretary’s dismissal are not 
confined to any one region of the country nor to either political party. 
The demands are nation-wide and they are omni-partisan. 
These are not “think statements” of your reporter, but are the 
result of a shoeleather survey which entailed the reading of scores 
of messages and the interviewing of Senators and their mail-handlers. 
Some Senators are under the necessity of answering their mail by the 
use of form letters. If we examine the subject matter of the form 
letters and also the messages which inspired them, we get a pretty 
fair idea of what America is thinking about the Far East crisis. The 
chances are that your own Senator today is writing to people who: 
What Letter* Demand 
1. Demand that Acheson be fired and are willing to have Mr. 
Truman impeached if that is the price of Acheson’s scalp. Typical 
comment: “If Harry doesn’t fire Acheson, we will fire Harry . . . 
Unload Acheson and, if necessary, impeach Truman.” 
2. Want us to pull out of Korea. Typical comment: “No need for 
this useless sacrifice . . . Dunkirk our boys out of that trap . . . Empty 
talk of military high brass and politicos uninteresting . . . Want Con­ 
gressional action to bring the boys home NOW.” 
3. Are not sure what ought to be done, but have no confidence 
in the Truman administration. Typical message: “I am proud of my 
country and of my boy in the Navy, but not proud of the men who 
represent us in Washington . . . I have seven sons. Must they be 
sacrificed for the terrible foreign policies of our present government? 
. . . We are desperately in need of statesmanship.” 
4. Insist that the United Nations be either strengthened or aban­ 
doned. Typical comment: “This UN stuff is so much foolishness as 
long as we let any Iron Curtain country foul it up . . . Are getting only 
token help from UN members while Asiatic hordes massacre our boys.” 
5. Think we ought to fight Russia instead of Koreans and Chinese. 
Typical comment: “Russia is our real enemy . . . It is time we had an 
understanding with Russia . . . Either they call off their dogs or U.S. 
goes straight to Moscow.” 
6. Insist that we instantly go into full mobilization for all-out war. 
“Stop the dilly-dally. . . . Give ’em hell.. . . Give them the A-bomb if 
it will help the boys on Korea.” 
Equally Significant 
Equally significant are some of the things that the letters and 
telegrams don’t say. I did not find anywhere a criticism of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur. I Hid not find a single letter which expressed terror at the 
thought of World War III and A-bomb retaliation. If war becomes 
inevitable, the writers seem ready to face it rather than appease the 
aggressor. There was only one letter which proposed that we accept 
world Communism as a fact and make the best of it. 
These messages do not constitute a scientific survey of public 
opinion, but thev show the sort of pressure being exerted on the lame 
duck Congress. They indicate that the people at home are fully alert 
to the crisis and are, in fact, several jumps ahead of the law-makers 
and several lengths ahead of the Administration. 
What we have here, all told, is a situation of total confusion. The 
people are demanding action, but the old Congress is marking time 
till the new Congress assembles. American GI’s are fighting Reds in 
Asia, but Democrats are fighting Republicans in Washington. The 
Administration is in the position of a government which has “fallen” 
from popular esteem, but it must remain in office for more than two 
years to come. The letters quoted above could not go through the mail 
except in a country that valued its freedom. But the great Federal 
establishment, which guarantees all our freedoms, is bogged down 
with lame ducks in Congress, in the White House and in the Cabinet.

Grips Seoul 


Vengeance Squads 
Terrorizing City; 
Many Residents Flee

SEOUL, Dec. 13—An average of 
18 murders a night for the past 
three nights have been attributed 
to Communist “vengeance squads” 
terrorizing the city. 
The Red assassins have been

capital.

Problems Ahead 


HARRISBURG, Dec. IS.—(INS) 
—Taxes and congressional reap­ 
portionment will be two of the 
foremost problems which lawmak­ 
ers must solve during the 1951 ses­ 
sion of the general assembly open­ 
ing January 2 . . . Governor-elect 
John S. Fine has indicated a belief 
that a general sales tax will not be 
enacted but is mum on which cur- 
rent levies are to be increased or 
&new taxes boosted to pick up the 
more than $100.000.000 needed for 
the next biennium opening June 1 
. . . Enactment of a tax program is 
a certainty but congressional reap­ 
portionment may become so con­ 
fused that the solution will be 
shifted into a special session . . . 
The last congressional reapportion­ 
ment was accomplished during a 
special session called in 1942 be­ 
cause lawmakers were unable to 
reach an agreement during the reg­ 
ular session of 1941 . . . The law 
requires that members represent­ 
ing Pennsylvania in the session of 
congress opening in 1953 be se­ 
lected on the basis of the 1950 
census which cut three congress­ 
men from Pennsylvania and re­ 
duced the delegation to 30 . . . If 
reapportionment cannot be accom­ 
plished prior to 1953, then all 
members will have to run at large 
—on a statewide basis with the 
winning political party capturing 
all seats. 


Initial investigation of the com­ 
mercial possibilities of c u l m 
dredge from the Schuylkill river 
during the $35,000.000 state-spon- 
sore cleanup program reveal that 
the cost of reclamation will narrow 
the field . . . The coal contained 
in the residue is so miniscule that 
the cost of Washing it from the 
muck in which it is imbedded is 
close to the prohibitive mark, ac­ 
cording to a source on the cleanup 
project . . . A Kentucky firm in­ 
terested in the possibility of using 
the coal for a dye base turned 
thumbs down on the idea after 
scanning the cost of reclamation.

Cave Structure 


Edward D. Fritz 


Tells Experiences 


New Castle Lions club members 
were addressed by Edward D. Fritz, 
Penn Power Company employe, 
who took part in the dramatic 
rescue of three young men, who 
were trapped in the Harlansburg 
caves when their lights failed them, 
two months ago, at the weekly 
luncheon meeting of the club Tues­ 
day noon. 
Mr. Fritz told of exploring the 
caves with a companion just a day 
or so previous to the rescue, and 
of the nature and construction of 
tiie caves. 
Formed Years Ago 
He stated that Carnegie Tech 
scientists, who have visited and 
explored the caves, are of the opin­ 
ion that they date back to a period 
when the ocean covered this terri­ 
tory, as there is evidence of erosion 
by 'both wind and waves, on the 
rocks inside the cave. 
They are of the opinion that 
later on, the area was covered by 
glaciers. There are no large rooms, 
which have as yet been discovered, 
and the passageways are for the 
most part just fissures between 
the rocks, which are of sandstone 
and limestone formation. 
Fossils of animal and plant life 
1 ave been discovered, he stated, 
tie animals apparently having been 
small ones about the size of a 
dog. 
How far back the caves go is not 
known, the deepest exploration so 
far having been around 1,600 feet. 
However, it is believed that they 
extend as far as Kennedy’s Mills. 
In the future, he stated, it is be- 
l.eved there may be some import­ 
ant discoveries made there. 
Some of the rooms, which he 
vetted, he stated, had caved in by 
the next day, when he was in the 
inside in the rescue attempt, the 
roof having evidently been loosened 


by the 
blasting 
and 
vibration 
caused by the work of bulldozers 
overhead. 
Plan Coming Events 
He stated that he hopes to be 
able to enter the caves again some­ 
time and to take pictures of the 
formation, which show some beau­ 
tiful stalctites and stalagmites. 
There may also be some addi­ 
tional entrances found, he stated, 
as there are numerous bats inside 
the place, which apparently do not 
enter and leave by the openings 
uncovered by the recent road con­ 
struction. 
Plans were announced for the 
start of the Green Pennant cam­ 
paign in the schools of the city and 
county, and also for the annual 
dinner party for the blind, which 
will take place on Wednesday eve 
ning, December 20, at 6:30 o’clock 
in Trinity Church, with Rev. Fr. 
Ralph D. Hovencamp and John R 
Butz in charge.

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Census Bureau Says You're 
At Least $1,865 In Debt

'WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—You 
are at least $1,865 in debt, whether 
you know it or not. 
The $1,865 is the share of each 
man. woman and child in the 
United States in the public debt, 
federal, state and local. And the 
debt is going up. 
The census bureau estimated to­ 
day the nation had piled up a 
whopping debt total of $281,004,- 
000,000 as of June 30—just $4,340,- 
000,000 below the wartime peak 
year, 1946. 
Stepped-up 
military 
spending 
since the Korean war is sure to 
increase the country’s red-ink fi­ 
nancing position and the per cap­ 
ita average theoretically ‘owed” by 
each American. 
The latest census report showed 
that state and local government 
indebtedness is now at an all time 
high but federal debt is still short 
of the wartime record. 
Census estimated the federal 
government owed 257 billion, 357 
million dollars last June as com­ 
pared with .169 billion. 422 millions 
four years ago. 
State governments had five bil­ 
lion, 323 million dollars of debt 
and local qjty authorities 18 bil­ 
lion, 324 millions. 
Census put the debt situation 
another way. If the total was split 
evenly among each American you 
would owe $1,708 for federal, $35 
for state and $122 for local govern­ 
ment indebtedness. 
The bureau said the per capita 
split on local government debts is 
now the highest since 1932 when 
it amounted to $134. Total state 
and 
local 
indebtedness, 
rising 
steadily since World War II, how­ 
ever. is now at an all time peak. 
Census said: 
“City governments account for 
10 billion, 100 million dollars, or 
43 percent of all state and local 
public debt. Of this amount, nearly 
half was incurred to finance utili­ 
ty-type enterprises which are gen­ 
erally supported by charges for 
services.”

WASHINGTON. Dec. 13.—(INS) 
—Wounded Americans just back 
from the Korean war said today 
the thing that impresses them most 
about the Chinese Communists is 
their tendency to “just keep ou 
and not stop” in the face of with­ 
ering air and ground fire 
Twenty-nine Marines and Navy 
men agreed almost unanimously 
that the Chinese Reds “don't seem 
to know enough to stop when con­ 
fronted with forces in a superior 
position. 
The 
29 wounded arrived in 
Washington 
Tuesday 
aboard 
a 
Trans-World Airliner Constellation 
from San Francisco tor transfer to 
the Bethesda *Md.'. Naval hospital. 
Marine Corporal James Sweeney 
of Miami, Fla., said the Chinese 
Reds appeared to lie almost totally 
untrained in “evasive tactics. 
Sweeney, a four-year Marine 
veteran who saw action at the 
Chosin reservoir, said the Chinese 
apeared to be indoctrinated only 
in “mass warfare.” He added: 
Smart And Also Dumb 
“The damned Reds are smart in 
some ways and dumb in others. 
I guess you would call it smart 
the way they were able to infil­ 
trate and surround our battalions. 
“But in other ways they sure 
seem stupid. We caught some of 
them one day and poured a steady 
stream of fire into their ranks. 
They just keep coming. It seemed 
thev either didn’t know how or 
didn’t want to get out of the way 
of our fire.” 
Sweeney and other casualties of 
the Korean conflict reported that 
the average Chinese Communist 
has had six or eight years military 
service. None of the Korean veter­ 
ans said they found evidence of 
women or particularly young boys 
in the Chinese ranks. 
Hospital Corpsman 3-c Harold 
Norman of Bristol, Conn., said the 
Chinese Communists seemed to be 
“much better fighters” than the 
North Koreans. 
Marine Pfc. Gerald Fraynert of 
Newark. N. J.. agreed. Fraynert 
shook his head in recalling that 
the Chinese Reds “just kept com­ 
ing” when Americans started to 
fire upon them.
